It was true, indeed, that most of the leaders 
of the oil LT-rty wtre now adl erins: to the 
new, and therefore mizht sensibly claim as 
his father's old political friends, the supnort 
of his son. But James B. Clay was ia a post 
tion to know tfatt there was an unwritten his- 
tory cf the last days ol the Whig party, which 
presented the retailors of his father to these 
old political frier.ds in a light which gave 
them Blight cTaims upon the gratitude and de- 
votion of the son. 

His father, as well as himself, had been 
deeply wounded at. the readiness of these 
friends to sacrifice him, and, to some extent, 
the'r priccioles to the principle of availability 
in 1S18. He had sjivtn expression to that 
sense of injury very freely among his imme- 
diate friends. He had taken occasion to an- 
nounce with particular emphasis in bis ad 
tttm before the Kentucky L»gislature and 
ekewhere, that in his great efforts for the pac- 
ification of the ountry in ls">0, he hal ceased 
to know party tie* and prejudices, and had 
acted "even more" wi .h the Democratic tlnn 
with the Whig party. He had In various 
methods indicated his partiality for John C. 
Breckinridge as a rising younz Democratic 
politician. Nay, he had even written for the 
public prcs3 a scathiDg denunciation of some 
of the leading men of his old party, which 
only the interposition of his son, James B 
Clay, had staved the publication of. It was, 
therefore, in James B. Clay's view, an utterly 
groundless suposition that any obligation to 
thelead'jra of the "Know-Nothing" party, any 
more than obligation of political principle, 
6honld Tt strain him from supporting and vot- 
hm for the Democratic nominee. 

But that uomiree in this case, it was cbarsr- 
cd, Lad hoaa thedefamer of his father in 182."), 
and, therefore, reverence for his father and 
personal self-respect lorbdde him to give him 
countenance even as a politico? leader. As to 
this view of the case it is sufficient to say 
that, before committing himself to Mr. 
Bucbanan, special pains were taken by Mr. 
Ciay to investigate the whole contemporary 
ilstory of the charge of "bargain, corruption 
nd sale" made by Krrraer against Henrv 
Clay, and indorsed by Gen. Jickson, in 1825. 
Not satisfied with his father's judgment, ex- 
culpating Mr. Buchanan Irom complicity in 
that attack, he studied the history of the con 
troversy which had occurred during his early 
nfancy. The result cf his examination was 
i cltar conviction that Mr. Buchanan had 
been unjustly implicated as a party to bis 
father's defamation; and with characteristic 
boldness and honesty he felt it due to truth 
and honor to proclaim publicly his convic- 
tion. 

From such considerations as these, regard- 
ing himself as perfectly free, in accordtcce 
with the suggestion of the Louisville Conven- 
tion, to subpart the candidate whose election 
would best subserve the interests of the coun- 
try, Mr. Clay conceived that there was little 
ground for hesitancy in the case. It serined 
manifest to him that the effect of the Fillmore

About eleven years ago the reraalnB cf H^n. 
nenry Clay were borne from the death-bed 
in Washirgton city, ttrongh athr-usand lailee 
of funernl pageanirv, to the burial at Ashland. 
Never, perbape, \ n the history of the eeutrj, 
did the death ot an unofficial eminent citizen 
call forth so inipnsir.g an exhibition or public 
sorrow, creo general an expression of rever- 
ence for the character of the dead. Not only 
did a great representative multitude gather to 
his grave to hear the story of his public ser- 
vices, but eloquent orators everywhere, 
Ibmuonout the land, addressed on the same 
Eiibject assembled acrca of the people, and 
aceompllsbed editor* of all parties 

"Stretched and swelled them«elves 

To bursting nifch. to ntter bulky words 

Of admiration vast." 

Assuming, as it would be ur-just not to as- 
sume, that ail this was no hollow sham, but 
had a real significancy, it must hive meant to 
express the popular reverence for the great 
principles of which this eminent citizen stood 
as the representative, especially during the 
closing years of bis life. 

A few days ago the remains of Hon. James 
B. Clay, the favorite son and chosen rapNMRt 
ative of the principles of Hen rv Clay — him 
self also a man of no ordinary ability, nor un- 
known in the public service of the country- 
were borne from the de th bed in Montreal, a 
thousand miles, to their burial by the side of 
his children, under the shadow of his father's 
monument, with no demonstrations of public 
sorrow, or any pageant save the gathering of 
a few friends at Montreal to send away bis re- 
mains, an occasional gathering of aff- ctionatc 
admirers at some station to do them rever 
ence as they passed, and the gathering of old 
neighbors and heme friends at Ashland to de- 
poiite them in the grave. 

The contrast naturally suggests the inquiry, 
why this did recc. y Is it because the Hon. 
James B. Clay did not truly represent the 
principles which the people honored so re- 
markably at the burial of bis lather, or be- 
cause a change ha« come over the spirit of the 
people, aud "another king has arisen who 
knows not Joseph?" 

It is not the purpose here to discuss either 
of the alternatives now suggested, but to make 
s simple statement, from authentic sources, of 
the facts of Jame3 B. Clay's public life, with 
the views which controlled hiru in the more 
prominent of his public acts. With these 
facts before them, intelligent rtnd thoughtful 
men may draw their own conclusions as to 
whether the burial of Clay, the younger, indi- 
cates a departure on his part, or on the peo- 
ple's, from the principles honored in the burial 
of Clay the elder. 

James B Clay was born on the 9;h of No- 
vember, 1817. He therefore came to the re- 
sponsibilities cf ecrly manhood about the era 
of the Harrison Tyler Administration in 1841, 
and of the celebrated defeat of his father by 
James K. Polk in 1844. That he should have 
evinced, from the first, little ambition for pop- 
ular honors and little taste for the pursuits of 
public life might, therefore, be accounted for, 
even independently of his wed known pas6ioa 
fcr the quiet pursuits and pleasures cf a pri- 
vate gentleman. 

His first public servicrt was the mission to 
Portugal, a position tendered him by G°in. 
Taylor in 1849 
so much from 

by the desire of his father, who regarded the 
tender to his son as a fa Meat* compl.ment, if 
not an olive branch, extended to himself. 
That Mr. Clay displayed great sagacity and 
ability iu this his first puhlic truH is m.tni- 
feet, not only frr.ni the public commendation 
of President Fillmore in the message of 1850 
or 1851, but also lrcm the private teslimonv 
of Mr. Clayton, who prououcccd his first di- 
plomatic note in the Armstrong c.;f.u unan- 
swerable; and also of Mr. Webster, who WOokt 
of his whole conduct of the negotiation wit! 
Portugal in terms, which the lion. Henry 
Cby characterized as "bordering even on ex- 
travagance." 

Oa'his return from Europe, in 1850, Mr. 
Clay retired to private life, settling in S".. 
Louis iu 1851, whence, in 1S53, af er his fath 
tr's death, he returned; and bavicg, in u<- 
cordance with his father's desire, purchased 
the Asblaud Estntc, he took up h-3 reside-. :i ■ 
there, and soon became enfre-ssed ia tn. km,' 
variouH iiuproveim-uls upou it. 

It was during the exciting political st: aggie 
of 1855 between the DemocraiicaDd thentw y 
organized "Know-Nothings," or ftsasxWss 
party, in Kentucky, that Mr. Chv, for the 
first time In his life, appeared bsfora the peo- 
ple aa a political speaker. And with this, bis 
first appearance, began that sir.tulariy MaKg- 
oant onslaught upon his pi ivate and public 
character, by the partisan press, which was 
continued almost uninterruptedly t II Ml 
death. It was then that hisgc-!;erou.< pntp^cc 
to aid a needy mechanic and the poor of Lex- 
ington by devoting to their use the i Id limL eiS 
of the Ashland mansion, was basely repre- 
sented to be an attempt to speculate for bio 
own pecuniary advantage in the public reve- 
rence for the memory of his father, and the 
public desire theretor, for relics from AsMasd. 

No cmuid mar, however, can review Mr. 
Clay's course, taking into the account lbs a«- 
pect in which the politic.l issues involved 
then and Eubsequenly presented ihenis; lvi 
to his mind, tti-hcut coming to the conclusion 
that, whether sound or unsound in hi? princi- 
ples, wise or unwise in bis course, no man 
ever exhibited more unflinching hones'. y of 
purpose in lace of every allurirg temptation 
to cheaply bought ease and applause, or more 
chivalrous moral cour-ige in lace of ap^allicg 
daBfcer to a good name which ho cueriib: tt 
with sensitive henor, than James B. Clay. He 
was not a candidate for public favor, and there- 
lore had no call to ixpose himself to popular 
c'amor. To the maeS of euperfic-ial partisan 
thinkers, as he could not Ml to perceive, the 
contest seemed to be betweeu a par;y who 
had overthrown his father and a pariy which 
had seme plausible claim to be a 1« gitlmate 
successor ot that threat party w hich hit, 1 u:.- 
had led for forty years. A decision in favor 
of the former aud against the latter must, 
therefore, expose him to the infuriate popular 
oliutn which ever vlsit3 the public man who 
apostatizes from his party and goes over to the 
enemy— increased, in his cas?, by bis peculiar 
position as the representative ol his father's 
opinions. 

But being urged by friends m whose repre- 
sentations he had every confidence to join a 
"Know- Nothing" organization, and fi^dir-, 
among the very first principles there gnpos d 
for his acceptance, certain dectriues, whk h he 
considered subversive of the Constitution, as 
he understood it, and as his fithe-r interpreted 
it, he not only refused to unite with the or- 
"anization, but resclved at oice to denounce 
as false its pretension to be the successor of 
the old Wh'g party, aDd to warn the people 
ag»ic6t it. With Mr. James B Beck, he a]> 
pear cd before a public meeting ai the nojsrfr 
house in Lexington, and there, in the midst of 
uproar and confusion, and ia the immiuci'. 
peril of being draged down by the excPed 
multitude, delivered his first political - peecb. 
Its publication drew dowa upon him a 
more terrific storm of abuse from the parti- 
san press. 

Early in lS5fi, Mr. Clay, in conjunction witk 
other leading Wh ! gs who hai not adhered to 
the new organization, attempted to resuscitate 
the old Whig party. A preliminary ■ ea Ua g 
was held at Lexington on the 12-h of April — 
Ilenry Clay's birthday — a platform sugge-eted, 
and a Convention called to meet at Lou sville 
at an early day. The Louisville SMtttefl 
adopted the Lexington platform, but st the 
same tlmo resolved net to bring out -uy can- 
didate for the Presidency in the approaching 
canvass, but leave each man ire* to \ , 
the candidate whose election, in his judgment, 
would best subserve th« interests of tfee 
country. Mr. Clay immediately declared his 
purpose to vote for Mr. Bucbanan, rath :r ttan 
Fillmore, who had distinctly announced him- 
Btlt as the candidate, not of the "old Whig," 
but of the "American" party, on the ground 
that through Buchanan alone was then- any 
chares of defeating Fremont, the sectional 
Abol.tion candidate. 

This course lurnuhcd his "Knew Hofhh g" 
adversaries a Btill mere plausible ptVuxt lor 
the cry sgalast him ot apostacy from the prin 
ciples and party of his father. For now the 
additional accusation of pcsltive irreverence 
for his father's memory was bMOl no m tbe 
fact that the Democratic cau.tiila'e, Mr. l. ; u- 
chacaa, had b;eu chtrgrd with the responsi- 
bility for the aeeanttn of "bargain, OOrrtsO- 
tion and sale" agaiust Htnry CUy in lbio— an 
accusation which aided niatetulh, in all tile 
subsequent struggles, to defeat Mr. Cray's i.s 
piratious to the Presidency. 

It Is certainly a strong presnxption a^am-t 
the justice of this outcry agduot James B. 
Clay, that he could have had" no coc-.viv »t>le 
motive of selfishness or personal ambition in 
pursuing the course he did. He had no tempta- 
tion of reward In public cflW; for not only 
did he not seek It, but subsequently refused 
it when tendered. He had no p^ r*oiial v -r/vy 
to gratify, or he surely would not have pur- 
sued a course which must ttpOM h 
every sort of villiiieaiicn. Without iateodicg 
at all to prouounce up ;n the meritH of his 
political controversy between him aud his an- 
tagonists, we doetu it worth while to present 
here the aspect of the case 6imply as it lay 
before his mind, as we gaiter the facts Irom 
undoubted authority. 

As to tbe charge of desertion from hi* 
father's party, he regarded the American p^r.y 
as the iu'thest possible remove in uaj.ny re-

For some time previous to his 
Clay's attention had been fixed on 
tuestion of personal religion. His 
faith W38 marked by that beautiful 
lv simplicity so conspicuous In his i 

" moments, in spite of the incessant 



struggle for breath, were calm and full of 
trust in Jeeus Christ. In the act of bidding 
"gocd-bye" to his children, one by one, aad 
blessing them, he sank ioto unconsciousness, 
and, without a struggle, ceased to breathe. 

Of tbe intellectual ability of James B. C'»y 
we, perhaps, make a higher estimate than tha 
public at la-ge, who seem to loss sight of the 
soa in the overshadowing greatness of the 
father. Indeed, his own reve 
miration forthegreatntss ofbia 
to render him uncccscisus of his own pow- 
ers, and, in a degree, to paralyse their exer* 
tion. 

His entire freedom from selfl-h ambition, 
and bis aversion to the excitements of public 
life, and especially to the arts by which its 
honors are loo often gained, no doubt present- 
ed the full development of his powers' by dis- 
suading, from the exertion needful for their 
proper discipline When extraordinary oc- 
casion called him to exertion he exhibited a 
power of reasoning, a statesmanlike sagacity, 
and even a power of control over men through 
speech that was not unworthy the fame of hi3 
father. Had his circumstances in early life 
been such as those that called into play his 
father's energies, he might probably have 
been as distinguished. His burly honesty, 
his unflinching steadiness to principle, 
and his contempt for all chicanery aud ail 
maxims of selflih expediency might have pre- 
vented him from being a papular idol, bai 
good rr.ei would have honored him. 

In all the relations of private lite Mr. Clay 
was a sicgularly attractive man. As citiass, 
neighbor, friend, son, husband, father, be pos- 
sessed tho--- qualities of mind aud heart that 
caused him to live in the hearts of those 
around him. Simple, ancstenuiious, m. ex- 
acting, every one was at ease with xriru, Frank, 
brave, fearless, honest, every oue honored him. 
CompaUonabie, humorous, well bred, bril- 
liant, e^cry one courted his society. Genial, 
generous, social, sympathizing, every oca 
loved him. He was one of those naiiv^ noble- 
men whom the country cannot spare in these 
days of rampant chicanery and elevated vul- 
garity. 

We leave our readers with these authentis 
facts before them, to judge if the contrast be-

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the consequence of Fre 
mont's election would, manifestly, be those 
depleted prophetically in Henry Clav's great 
speech on Abolition petitions in 1*:19, which 
speech did more than any other of his father's 
productions to mold his opinion, bo resolved 
to c i>t his influence iu favor of the D^mo^raLic 
nominees. 

The speeches of Mr Clay in the canvass of 
1S50 in Kentucky, Indiana and Pennsylvania, 
produced a powerlul impreesion by reason 
both of their great ability aud cf his peculiar 
poritiou, aa the representative of the latest 
views f f his father, in opposition to the suc- 
cess of a sectional party. His bold and earnest 
exculpation cf Mr. Buchanan removed the 
chief ol jecuion to him in foe minds of such of 
tke < >id Whigs a3 hx! not committed them- 
selves to the Know-Nothing party. It was 
when goaded by the villifleaiioas of the parti- 
san press, charging him with insult to the 
memory of his fatuer in Eupportiog his lather's 
Mf>, ft at be made his celebrated retort 
in a speech at Philadelphia : 

"The Know Nothings set themselves up as 

the special avengers o: Heury Clay for wror>g* 
dooe'him, as they assert and I deny, ir. 1SJ."., 
by Jjm: s Buchanan. But if vengeance is to 
be taken, we si- on Id commence with the lest 
i' ju ies first. If Henry Cay was stabbed by 
James Buchanan in 1S25, he waa hanged, 
diawn and qutrU red here in 1"48, within the 
sound of Iudep3Tjdeeca bcl!!" tfome one on 
the platform, ueable lo contain bimsell, ro;-e 
and electrified the crowd by ehoutins: "A 
slaughterhouse Conventloo!" The sobrique* 
clung to the Convention of '48 ever afterward. 

During this tour in Pennsylvania he, for 
the first time, met Mr. Buehanan, who, with 
tears, thanke'd him for his feirlesi act of jus- 
lice toward himsrlf j and well he might, since 
trie doiiig him justice was at the expose to 
Mr. CI sj of far more virulent abuje than evr r 
Mr. Kr. mer's charge had brought upon his 
father. It may bo said without exaggeration 
lb-it no men did more to detcat Fremont in 
1850, and thereby to de'er the doom of the 
country tour years long-.r, than Jis. B. Cby. 
Certain il is that no one labored at a greater 
c ;st. 

Regarding hi3 m'srion as nowcccomplished, 
Mr. Ciay retired to ps.vate pursuits so much 
more congenial to his tastes. On the 7th of 
■■veb, 1857, Mr. Bucnanan tendered him the 
firai-clusa mission to Berlin. He bad no de- 
sire to re-enter public life, and without hesi- 
tation declined the otr?r. 
Much to his sarprise, however, he was urged 
by the district Democratic Convention to 
make the c »l vass for Congress in tte Ashland 
district in 1S57. The position at the time had 
no attractions /or any of the leading Demo- 
crats, since, at the previous election, the 
D.-nrbcratic candidate hid been defeated by a 
majority ol 1,000. But bring still assailed ly 
the partisan press as an apostate, "the degen- 
erate soa of a noble erre,"he resolved torn ke 
I.:- •••a- v by wjv of testing the opini.ui 
which bis father's old friends and neighbors 
eotzrtained of this charge of apos'asy. 
"Without opportunity," said Mr. Clay, "to 
consult anybody but my dear wife, who — God 
bless her — aever gave ma unsound advice, 1 
reaolved to accept the uora'nation." It was 
a bold and hazardous venture against 
ihe ftariul odd3 of 1,600 majority, and 
that too in opposition to K :ger Hansen, 
oue of the mc*i accomplished anditfective 
■peaktn iu the State. Atter an arduous car> 
v" ss, 'iuriBir which, however, the personal 
friendship ot the rival candidates wa* not at all 
Impaired, Mr. Claj was elected by a majority 
of 110. TbM hi regarded as the greatest tri- 
umuh of his Ufe, and the proudest vindication 
agiinst the charge* of his enemies. Having 
at uined that eno, h> declined the nomiaallon 
for lie canvass m 1859; nor did he again ap- 
pear in pub'.ic life, except cceosionally ss a 
speaker iu the Presidential canvass of 1800, 
until his apL-ciatmeut to the Peacj Congress 
in 1801, vmS a vl«.w to stay, It possible, the 
present terrible war. This was a aervu-e in 
entire tccerdftncj with his own and his father's 
principle*; for both had struggled earnestly to 
Slav the prcgiess cf the fanaticism which thty 
fo''saw ce»uld result ia nolLPig else but ctW 
war. The result of that Corgrtss the country 
too well and too sadly kao*s. 

On the Inauguration of th9 reign of terror 
in Keutucky by the lawlets outrage on ex- 
Governor Morehead, Mr. Clay very nalur-.lly 
concluded that there was co longer protection 
lor any prominent man of his views in the 
Ktate. He thereto! a determined, al hough tbe 
iiisidioua disease (consnmptioa)#hich brought 
h ; m at last to his grave had already fastened 
upou him, to go to the South. Betrayed by a 
guide, he was apprehendttd by a party of home 
gearda iQ oa>> of lae raoa>t, ' il counties of 
Kentucky, and conveyed to Camp Dick Rjb- 
iesnr, w&ere he was brutally treated by the 
soldiers and his lifa imperiled. Btiug sent 
forward on hi* w^y to Fort Warren, as he 
pissi d throngu Louisville a warrant from the 
civil court took bim out of the hands of the 
military. He gave bail for his appearance to 
answer the charge cf treason aad returned 
home. At the sitting of the court no evidence 
wis found io sustain the charge, aad the 
Grsnd Ju'y refused to And en indictment. 

When lien. Bragg invaded Kentucky Mr. 
Clay's disease hai iiudt* such prcgresa as to 
eeeftae him. for a lime, to his bed. Being 
ur^-ed by Bragg to give his support to the 
(io'verntoent then likely to be permanent in 
Kentucky, he final ly consented to raise a 
r.gimsnt, and advertised for recruits. Bat 
wttuin a day or two Bragg retreated and Mr. 
Clay, though feeble in health, took the op- 
portunity to go southward. Daring the 
following winter, his health coutinun; 
to decline, he made hit way lo Ha- 
vana, aud thence to Halifax. After a 
long detention there by reason of his 
inability to travel except by water or rail- 
ro.u. be :t i bed C anada early in the summer 
ot 1803. I1'6 disease continued to make rapid 
pro'Tisi, and shortly after settling with his 
lamuy in Montreal, at the commencement of 
autumn, he took to his bed not to rise again.

Important Charges in the City Charter. 
Id srother put of to-day'* Democrat we pub- 
lish an Ml p*»eed at the last seesion of the 
legislature, making some important changes 
in the city charter, to which we call the rea l- 
er's attention. The boundary of the city has 

been increased from $2,000 to $2,500 per year. 
The charter is also so altered that whenever 
any vacancy occurs in any of the city efflces, 
except the Mayor's, such vacancy shall be 
filled by the Common Council. Heretofore 
th° Judge of the City Court has had no power 
to impose fines, but all fines had to be imposed 
by Juries, and in cases which were not in- 
dictable the Judge would hold the party pre- 
sented to ball, failing to give which he was 
sent to the workhouse. This portion of the 
charter has been so altered that in all cases 
which are not indictable the Judge can fine the 
parties from three to lifleen dollars, or hold 
them to bail or do both, as may seem best In 
bis judgment. The money collected from 
these fines goes toward defraying the ex- 
penses of the court, and whatever surplus 
there may be is to go into the common Echool 
fund. This is an excellent change and one 
which meets the approval of all. There are 
several other changes in the charier of which 
we have not time or space to speak at pree- 
ent, but which aie contained in the act pub-

AN ACT TO AMEHD AN ACT ENTITLED AW ACT 
TO CHARTER THE CITY OF LOUISVILLE. 

8ec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Auembb/ 
of thi Commonwealth of Kentucky, In all cages 
where persons are presented bpfo-c the Police 
Court or City Court of Louisville, charged 
with drunkenness or diso'dTly conduct, or 
other offense not punishable by indictment, 
or If punishable by indictment, and of which 
this court has juri?diction, where the fine is 
toe small in the estimation of the court, the 
Judge of said eorrt, on satisfactory proof of 
said charge, sba'l hive prvwer, without the 
intervention of a jnry, to imoose a fine of no*, 
less than three doihrs, nor TrWe than fifteen 
dollars, and also to hold the offender to bail 
to keep the paace and be of rood behavior, or 
to impose the fine without holding to ball, 
and thereupon the offender shall be kept in 
custody in theeitv workbouie until the bail 
is civen. or the time tor which the bail was re 
quired shall have expired, and until tje rice 
and costs are paid, or replevied, or 
Fati«fled by labor, as provided in the eleventh 
section of article five of the ei y charter, or 
reprieved by the Governor, and whenever in 
any case a party shall be committed to the 
city workhouse by, or in consequence of the 
judgment of said court, such party shall so re- 
main in custody till said judgment sha'l be 
complied with, or sulafled, as permitted bv 
the eleventh section of article five of the city 
charter, or until said judgment shall be set 
aside, modified or annulled, rep-ular ftT) d ar »- 
propriate proceedings duly had before said 
court, which proceedings shall be in conformi- 
ty with, and governed by the existing laws, 
and espechlly as regards tjae time and man- 
ner in which, and causes for which Judg- 
ments of circuit congts may be sought to be 
revised aad modified or annulled, the fi-^s 
and forfeitures imposed in said city court, un- 
der this act, shall be paid into the city treasu- 
ry, and shall be applied first, to mv the ex 
pense of the said court, and the balance lo the 
school fund of said city; provided that in all 
cases in said city court, where a jnry*sbnll In 
terrene, it shall be composed of six jtfor. 
unlets twelve be d<-m mded bv the defendant 
or defendants. In which case the jury fee shall 
be four dollars. 

Sec. 3. That so much of the eleventh section 
of the third article of siid charter which reads 
as follows: "nor shall any Ordinance be altered 
or amended In any way except bv repeating 
and embracing in a new ordinance the portion 
to be retained"— be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. ii. That section two of article four of 
said charter is hereby so amended that the 
Mayor, as compensa'ion for his services, shall 
receive a s^'ary of twenty five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, which sball be paid quarterlv. 
The provisions of this section shall not apply 
to the present term of the Mayor. 

8ec. 4. When any cfllee under this charter, 
except that of Mayor, shall become vacant by 
death, resignation or otherwise, the same 
•ball be tilled by the General Council in joint 
sesrion. A vacancy in the mayoralty ehall be 
filled in tbe manner now prescribed by law. 
But no such election or appointment by the 
General Council shall be for a longer time 
tban until the next succeeding general elec- 
tion.
